BRITISH NORTH. BORNEO AT THE 
COLONFAL AND INDIAN 
EXHIBITION.

he Fes: 

oungest of the British colaiax—that of North 

ornoo~—thouch of comparatively limited extant, 
aa might be safely predicted of a colony not yet 
five yoars af ageis a very striking example of 
the utility of the exhibition in making general 
known the nature of the productions of Tholands 
uuder the protection cf the British Crown. 
North Borneo is not altogether anknown to*tha 
veadera of The Field. In the issue for May. Srd 
and Decomber 20th, 1884, Mr. Pryer, the brother 
af the Rosident: at, Sandakan, doseribod the 
extensive caves in the limestons rocks at Gor. 
manton, forty miles from the const, which are in- 
habited by myriads of bats and swallows, whose 
droppings have prodaced beds of guanu so deep 
that they are. regurdul as bottomless, Speoi- 
mons of this guano have been exhibited by Mr. 
Da Lissa oud Mr. Dobson, who estimate its valyo 
as boing from £5 to €10 por ton, it beime oxcas 
sively rich in phosphates... The cxves algo far- 
nish 4 perennial supply ot the edible birds’ nests 
xo dear to the eplcures of the Chinese empire, 
Among the mors striking zoological products 
of the infant calony ia a mounted specimen of 
the orang-outang, tho authropoid ape of the 
Eastorn Archipelago. This is one of the finest 
ever don, and fally bears out, the drawings of. 
its prowess in combat with the ualives which 
are given in Wallaco’s “Malay Archipslugo.” 
Thero is also the skull of 9 maturo spocimen 
thot is of anusual size. Among the mineral 
products of a commercial character that are for- 
warded from tho settlement may be enumerated 
the trapang, sea slug, or beche-de-mer, so largo- 
ly used for food by the Chinese; tortoise-shell, 
producul by a turtle not unlike the“ hawk's-bill” 
species; and splendid epooimens of tho mothor- 
of-poirl univalvoy, mounted as ornaments. The 
vegetable products are numerous; they aom- 
ptisa very good tobacco, both in leaf and 
manufactured; and votton aud hemp of excellent 
quality, the latter exceedingly long ia fibre 
The coal of North Borneo is abundant, and is 
found in sovoral places cropping out on the 
surface; it is oxcsedingly hard, and resembles 
anthracite in its fracth the amall pieces that 
‘are subjected to the action of the waves on the 
sea shore being rolled inte black pebblos that 
have a singular appearance. 

Amongst tho singalar’ object. exhibited in the 
court isthe model of the last piratical proa. This 
isoxeessively long and narrow, having au out: 
rigger on each side. It carries an auormous 
sqaare sail, supported not on mast, but on 4 
uurrow tripod, consisting of three slondor 
spars, two rising from tha sides of the 
pros. poar the  atern, and tha  othor 
from the bow, With « reaching wind, these 
eraft could make rapid progress through the 
water, aud were admirably udapted to the pirati- 
cal purposes of their orews; but the advont of 
the white man has put « stop to those pursuits, 
and the -flngsof the last of the pirate proas of 
4 North Borneo ornnmanty the court of the colony 
at South’ Kensington. Ugly-looking orevses or 
crooked daggers are presvut in numbers, with 
dresses aud shiglds and seabbards of the native 
warriors, ornamented with short fringes of the 
hair. of their victims,” Thore sre specimens of 
tha “ simpitan,” or blow tubs, more than six foet 
long, and as straight as a gun barrel.

The man fellinto a 
hollow, which concealed him-from-the brate's 
v'ew, and not. finding him he went away, after 
beeaking the spoar inte sevoral picoos. He then 
won: to the villaga of. & ur, whore he 


tried to enter the house of a gardener, but some 
mon. moanted on three elophants, assisted by 


spearmon, drove him off, He then rotuened to}- 


Bobipar, whert he ‘tried to break-down his 
master’s house, in which savaral -persons had 
taken refuge. Tho folice, got into the 
honse from o.back window, aud_were obliged 
to send forehelp to the Dehra Raja, who sent 
three elephants and some spesrman, &o. The. 
auimal received two guoshots on the head at 
Bobipur, which, however, only temporarily drove 
him off, Ho was ultimately captured, at immin- 
eit risk, by the Rsja’s threo elephants and mou, 
and after boing secured by iron chains for som 
time was ultimately dostroyed by poison.
